PLANT  DEPARTMENT 

Only  those  types  and  varieties  of  plants  which  will  thrive  under  the  conditions  prevalent  in  this  area  are  included. 

Every  care  is  taken  not  only  to  select  plants  that  are  in  the  best  of  condition  hut  to  pack  them  so  that  they  will 
be  certain  to  arrive  safely  at  their  destination.  Our  various  growing  ranges,  nursery  plots  and  packing  sheds  are  in 
charge  of  experts  in  their  several  lines  and  our  friends  and  customers  may  be  assured  that  every  effort  will  be  made 
to  make  their  dealings  with  us  both  pleasant  and  satisfactory.  The  sizes  named  in  plants,  such  as  3  inch  and  4  inch,  etc., 
refers  to  the  size  of  the  pot  in  which  the  plant  is  growing  at  the  time. 

Except  in  certain  instances  plants  are  removed  from  the  earthen  pots  for  shipment  and  are  packed  in  paper  pots.  It  some¬ 
times  happens  that  we  are  sold  out  of  certain  varieties  of  plants.  Unless  the  variety  is  rare  and  very  expensive  we  take 
the  liberty  of  substituting  another  variety  similar  in  habit  and  color  and  equal  to  or  greater  in  value  than  the  one  ordered 
rather  than  to  cause  undue  delay  in  writing.

It  is  very 
easily  grown  and  attains  large  size  in  ordinary  soil.  For  best 
results  obtain  started  plants  from  the  greenhouse,  and  set  out 
when  all  danger  from  frost  is  past,  thus  gaining  additional  time 
for  their  growth.  Our  method  of  growing  these  semi-tropical 
plants  and  the  satisfactory  results  we  have  had  has  greatly 
increased  the  demand  during  the  last  few  years.  Set  the  plants 
about  18  inches  apart  in  a  sunny  location  and  supply  with  plen¬ 
ty  of  water  and  well  rotted  manure.  Take  them  up  immediate¬ 
ly  after  frost  kills  back  the  tops  and  treat  as  you  would  Dahlia 
tubers.

CULTURE 

Dahlias  are  strong,  vigorous  growers  and  require  rich  soil  with  abundant  supplies  of  water  during  dry  weather. 

The  beds  should  be  in  a  fully  exposed,  sunny  position,  and  should  be  well  enriched  with  rotted  manure  dug  deeply  into  the 
soil.  After  frost  danger  is  past,  plant  the  tubers  about  two  feet  apart  in  holes  about  four  inches  deep,  laying  the  tubers 
flat  on  their  sides.  Cultivate  regularly  as  soon  as  the  plant  is  up,  and  as  soon  as  buds  appear  mulch  with  well  rotted  manure. 


NOTE — GREEN  PLANTS 

In  some  varieties  we  may  have  exhausted  our  supply  of  tubers  and  in  this  case  we  reserve  the  right  to  send  GREEN 
PLANTS  from  4  inch  pots.  Although  it  is  not  generally  known,  Dahlias  grown  from  cuttings  in  the  spring,  potted  on  and 
planted  out  in  June  or  July,  flower  earlier  and  just  as  freely  as  those  grown  from  tubers.  We  might  add,  this  is  precisely 
what  we  do  in  our  Dahlia  gardens.

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the 
practice  adds  materially  to  the  cost 
of  delivery  we  ship  only  rose  plants 
which  retain  the  ball  of  earth  in 
which  the  plants  were  grown.  This 
is  of  great  value  to  our  customers 
because  it  practically  eliminates  the 
danger  of  slow  starting  or  loss  of 
plant  due  to  drying  out  or  other  in¬ 
jury  to  the  delicate  root  system  of 
the  plants.  The  only  care  necessary 
in  planting  our  roses  is  to  set  them 
out  as  soon  as  practicable  after  de¬ 
livery,  firming  the  earth  tightly 
around  the  roots  and  soaking 
thoroughly  and  to  take  care  not  to 
disturb  the  ball  of  earth  around  the 
roots. 

Because  of  this  method  of  hand¬ 
ling  our  plants  our  roses  should  not 
be  confused  or  compared  with  those 
from  most  firms  since  it  is  a  gen¬ 
eral  practice  with  most  nurseries  to 
ship  plants  from  which  all  earth 
has  been  washed,  greatly  increasing 
the  danger  of  the,  roots  drying  out 
in  transit  and  of  other  injuries  to 
the  plants.

SIMPLE  CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

Culture — Considering  their  easy  culture,  Roses  form  a  class  of  plants  that  should  be  in  every  garden  in  the  northwest  for  they 
flourish  so  remarkably.  The  best  results  come  from  spring  planting  and  the  bushes  produce  blossoms  that  year.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  simple  rules  will  help  at  planting  time. 

Treatment  on  Arrival — The  plant  should  be  planted  as  soon  as  possible  after  arrival,  even  though  the  temperature  should  be  a 
little  below  freezing.  It  can  be  protected  from  frost  for  a  few  days  by  wrapping  in  burlap.  Take  great  care  not  to  disturb 
the  roots  or  the  ball  of  earth  that  surrounds  the  roots  and  soak  thoroughly  after  planting. 

Planting — Select  sunny  location  guarded  from  north  winds.  Spade  deeply,  thoroughly  mixing  into  soil  a  goodly  supply  of  well 
rotted  cow  manure.  Pack  soil  thoroughly  about  the  roots  and  soak  well.

A  bed  or  border  or  foundation  planting 
of  these  beautiful  plants,  properly  selected  and  arranged,  will  produce  a  wealth  of  bloom  continuously  all  through  the  summer 
until  the  killing  frosts  For  our  climate  in  the  Northwest  there  is  no  question  but  that  they  are  by  far  the  best  class  of  plants 
for  those  who  desire  a  profussion  of  bloom  for  the  garden  with  the  least  expenditure  of  effort.  Give  them  ordinary  good  soil 
enriched  occasionally  with  well  rotted  manure  and  keep  them  watered  at  proper  intervals,  or  just  simply  water  when  you  can 
see  they  are  dry.  As  soon  as  the  first  killing  frost  in  the  fall  have  killed  the  top  growth,  remove  the  dead  tops  and  cover  the 
plants  with  a  mulch  of  dead  leaves  or  straw.  In  the  spring  add  a  good  mulch  of  well  rotted  fertilizer  and  spade  lightly  into 
the  bed  around  the  plants;  this  will  give  them  the  necessary  stimulus  to  bring  out  their  best  effort  for  your  pleasure  during 
the  summer.

Never  allow  manure  at  planting  time  to  come  in  contact  with  the  roots  as  it  frequently  causes  club  root  and  sickly  plants 
that  fail  to  bloom.  When  planting,  cover  the  eyes  or  new  buds  to  a  depth  of  not  more  than  three  inches.  Too  deep  planting 
causes  poor  growth  and  prevents  blooming.  Their  chief  requirements  are  good  rich  soil  and  a  sunny  position  though  the  latter 
is  not  absolutely  essential,  for  they  thrive  well  in  partly  shaded  locations.  They  must  be  given  a  liberal  supply  of  water  during 
the  growing  season  in  order  to  produce  an  abundance  of  large-sized  blossoms  of  extreme  beauty,  and  producing  an  effect  not 
surpassed  by  any  other  flower.

Some  plants  that  show  a  ten¬ 
dency  to  start  growth  too  early  in  the  spring  should  be  mulched 
with  straw  after  the  ground  is  well  frozen.  Do  not  remove  the 
mulch  too  early  as  it  will  retard  growth  until  frost  danger 
has  passed. 

Shrubs  that  bloom  early  in  the  season  should  be  trimmed 
immediately  after  the  blooming  period  is  over.  Shrubs  that 
bloom  late  in  the  season,  or  fall,  should  be  pruned  early  in  the 
spring.  All  that  is  needed  is  to  keep  them  trimmed  to  a  sym¬ 
metrical  form,  to  remove  all  dead  wood  and  enough  of  the 
surplus  wood  to  insure  a  good  circulation  of  air  and  sunshine 
to  all  parts  of  the  plant  and  border.  To  those  who  are  anxious 
to  make  an  immediate  showing  on  their  grounds  or  property, 
we  have  a  fine  stock  of  extra  large  specimens  of  most  of  our 
trees  and  shrubs.

The  choice  of  flowers  for  a  bed  or 
border  should  be  made  on  no  other 
basis  than  beauty,  and  to  obtain 
the  best  results  and  a  continuance 
of  bloom  it  is  often  necessary  to 
combine  annuals  and  perennials. 

All  the  seeds  of  annuals  do  well 
if  planted  in  the  open  ground  from 
the  1st  to  the  15th  of  May  and  per¬ 
ennials  if  planted  early  will  give 
some  bloom  the  first  year,  although, 
of  course,  it  is  the  second  and  suc¬ 
cessive  years  they  are  at  their  best. 
The  chief  essentials  for  success 
with  all  flower  seeds  are  to  have 
the  soil  well  worked  with  a  fine 
seed  bed  and  not  to  sow  the  seeds 
too  deeply.  Where  early  plants  are 
desired  seeds  may  be  started  in  the 
house  in  boxes.

We  have  selected  the  following  list  of  the  newest  and  choicest  up  to  date  Sweet  Peas 
known,  for  color,  size  of  blossoms  and  long  stems  and  have  the  endorsement  of  the  leading  American  and  European  spe¬ 
cialists.  Many  of  the  varieties  we  offer  have  been  awarded  the  Certificate  of  3Ierit  by  botli  the  American  Sweet  Pea 
Society  and  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society  of  England. 

How  to  Grow  Sweet  Peas — The  general  opinion  is  that  Sweet  Peas  being  common  and  hardy  can  be  planted  any¬ 
where,  which  accounts  for  a  lot  of  failure.  There  is  no  reas.on  why  everyone  should  not  have  fine  flowers  if  they  will 
observe  a  few  simple  rules.  First  of  all  plant  early.  We  recommend  the  middle  of  April.  Dig  deeply.  If  you  are  grow¬ 
ing  Sweet  Peas  every  year,  try  and  prepare  your  ground  in  the  Fall,  and  dig  at  least  12  inches  deep,  mixing  manure  thor¬ 
oughly  in  the  sub-soil.  The  surface  soil  in  which  the  seed  is  sown  should  not  contain  manure.  If  you  prepare  your 
ground  in  the  Fall  you  will  find  you  can  sow  earlier  in  the  Spring.  If  you  can  not  secure  manure,  use  bone  meal  or 
commercial  fertilizers  containing  phosphate  and  potash.  Cover  the  ground  an  eighth  of  an  inch  with  these  and  then 
dig  in  and  mix  thoroughly  with  the  soil.  Sow  the  seed  three  inches  deep  if  in  sandy  soil,  or  two  if  in  clay.  Cultivate 
as  soon  as  they  are  up  and  keep  cultivating.  Stake  them  as  soon  as  the  rows  show  plainly.  For  the  first  month  they 
scarcely  make  any  growth  above  ground,  but  don’t  need  water  unless  the  season  is  very  dry.  Later  on,  when  they  are 
showing  vigorous  growth,  a  thorough  watering  twice  a  week  will  help  wonderfully,  if  there  is  not  sufficient  rain.  An 
open  space  is  preferable  for  Sweet  Peas  but  they  may  also  be  planted  alongside  a  house  or  fence  but  never  trees.  Thou¬ 
sands  inoculate  their  Sweet  Pea  seed  with  Stim-XJ-Germ.  (See  page  123).  Spray  thoroughly  and  often  to  prevent  infec¬ 
tion  by  aphis.  We  recommend  spraying  with  black  leaf  “40”  or  Evergreen  for  this  purpose.  Leaflet  on  Swreet  Pea 
Culture,  Free.

The  seeds  require  as  long  as  3  weeks  to  germinate  and  the 
soil  must  be  kept  moderately  moist  until  the  young  seedlings 
push  through  the  soil.  When  the  young  plants  have  three  or  four 
leaves  transplant  in  rows  18  inches  apart,  choosing  preferably 
a  sunny  location. 

Earlier  blooming  may  be  had  if  plants  are  started  indoors 
and  transplanted  in  the  open  ground  after  danger  of  killing 
frost  is  over.

1  lb.  for  100  hills  or  150  to  200  feet  of  drill.  15  lbs  to  acre.  1  lb.  is  a  little  more  than  a  pint — 2  lbs.  a  little  more  than  a  quart. 

Sweet  Corn  is  very  sensitive  to  frost  and  should  not  be  planted  until  danger  from  freezing  is  i>ast  or  about  the  middle  of 
May  in  Montana.  A  rieli,  warm  good  ordinary  soil  will  raise  excellent  Sweet  Corn,  if  it  is  deeply  and  thoroughly  worked 
before  planting.  If  planted  in  rows,  make  the  rows  three  feet  apart  and  12  to  1G  inches  apart  in  the  row;  cover  one  inch  deep 
with  fine  soil  firmly  pressed  down.  If  planted  in  hills,  make  the  hills  three  feet  apart  each  way,  and  plant  four  to  six  kernels 
to  the  hill.  Hoe  frequently  and  when  six  inches  high  cut  off  all  the  suckers  so  as  to  leave  three  or  four  plants  to  the  hill;  do 
not  let  the  plants  overcrowd.  Give  frequent  and  thorough  but  shallow  cultivation  until  the  tassels  appear.  In  cooking  corn  use 
boiling  water,  do  not  cover  the  vessel  and  do  not  cook  more  than  ten  minutes.  “Use  no  salt” — A  pinch  of  sugar  will  add  to  the 
natural  sweetness.

Every  garden  should  grow  lettuce.  Dieticians  advise  eating  some  raw,  green  vegetable  daily— salad  of  cabbage,  endive, 
celery,  lettuce,  etc. — because  of  their  content  of  iron  or  other  mineral  salts  and  especially  for  the  essential  vitamines — all  of 
which  are  largely  lost  in  cooking. 

Among  such  vegetables,  LETTUCE  takes  a  high  rank.  Lettuce  is  the  best  of  all  salad  crops,  and  a  very  appetizing  and 
healthful  food,  especially  during  the  warmer  months.  To  have  lettuce  at  its  best,  it  must  be  fresh  and  unwilted.  It  is  so  easy  to 
grow  and  requires  such  a  small  space  in  the  garden,  that  every  family  should  have  a  plentiful  supply  throughout  the 'season. 

LOOSE  LEAF  seed,  sown  in  rich  soil  in  cold  frame  in  March,  can  be  cut  (just  above  the  center  bud)  in  45  to  60  days  and  will 
grow  new  leaves  or  can  be  moved  to  the  open  ground  later  at  8  to  12  inches  in  the  row. 

Varieties  which  HEAD  should  be  started  early  and  pricked  out  in  the  frame  to  get  room  and  good  root  system.  As  soon  as 
the  ground  is  mellow,  set  in  the  open  and  encourage  rapid  growth  by  liberal  feeding  (nitrate  of  soda)  and  cultivation.  Sow 
common  sorts  for  a  succession. 


Heading  Varieties

The  best  onions  are  grown  on  low,  sandy,  or  mucky  lands,  with  natural  moisture  and  plenty  of  it. 

Sow  the  seed  in  March  in  hotbeds  or  in  shallow  boxes  in  the  house,  transplanting  to  the  open  ground  in  May  or  as  soon  as 

the  ground  is  warm  and  in  good  condition.  Follow  this  method  for  an  early  and  successful  crop. 

The  crop  must  be  kept  free  from  weeds,  and  it  is  usually  necessary  to  weed  out  in  the  row  by  hand  once  or  twice.  Hoeing 
between  the  rows  may  be  done  oftener.  It  is  not  necessary  to  thin  the  plants  in  the  row,  since  some  thinning  is  naturally  done 
during  the  hand  weeding. 

Steady,  even  growth  is  necessary  to  good  onions  and  a  check  in  growth,  whether  from  disease  or  drought  causes  them  to 
run  to  seed  badly. 

Different  markets  and  localities  prefer  different  onions.  Globe  onions  are  generally  most  popular  and  yield  better  than  the 

other  sorts.  Flat  onions  are  earliest  and  the  large  sized  kinds  have  the  best  flavor.  All  seed  is  tested  as  to  vitality.

Seed  should  be  sown 
early  in  the  spring  in 
shallow  drills  1  foot 
apart;  thin  out  to 
stand  4  to  5  inches 
apart  in  the  row.

Slight¬ 
ly  ‘off  color”  flue  to  weather  conditions  at  maturing  time, 
is  its  chief  fault. 

QUARTZ  GRADE  HARDY  MONTANA 
ALFALFA 

Quartz  is  our  No.  3  grade,  therefore  more  variable  in  color 
and  purity  than  either  of  the  other  two  grades.  However  for 
those  who  want  hardy  Montana  seed  at  a  low  price,  this  seed 
very  often  fills  the  bill.  The  demand  and  repeat  orders  on  this 
grade  are  convincing  evidence  that  it  has  a  place  on  our  list. 

The  purity  and  germination  on  this  grade  often  runs  as  high 
or  higher  than  that  of  our  Placer  grade  and  even  though  from 
a  producing  standpoint  this  seed  is  perfectly  good,  it  has  to  be 
separated  into  a  lower  grade  at  a  lower  price  principally  be¬ 
cause  of  color  alone. 


We  have  to  offer  a  quantity  of  each  of  the  unregistered  Grimm  and  unregistered  Cossack.  This  seed  was 
from  originally  registered  seed  on  unregistered  fields;  unregistered  because  registeration  was  not  applied  for. 

While  this  quantity  lasts  it  will  afford  the  hay  producer  an  opportunity  to  plant  Grimm  or  Cossack  at  a 
seed  cost  considerably  under  the  registered  seed  price.

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WHITE  SWEET  CLOVER 


Bontnnical  Description — White  Sweet  Clover  is  a  biennial  with  strong- 
taproot  and  numerous  leafy  stems.  The  latter,  which  are  generally  much 
branched,  reach  a  height  of  from  two  to  five  feet.  Young  plants  re¬ 
semble  Alfalfa,  but  are  recognized  by  the  peculiar  sweet  odor  and  by  the 
difference  in  structure  shown  by  a  cross-sectional  cut  of  the  stem.  Sweet 
Clover  presents  a  small  tube-like  appearance  in  the  stem  center.  The 
flowers  are  white. 

Cultural  and  Soil  Conditions — Grows  readily  in  nearly  any  soil  or 
climate. 

Uses — When  young  it  is  succulent  and  quite  palatable  for  hay  and 
pasture.  When  old  and  woody  it  loses  much  of  its  palatability.  For  hay 
purposes  in  Montana  it  might  better  be  considered  an  insurance  crop 
than  a  competitor  of  Alfalfa.  It  is  sure  to  make  a  good  crop  of  hay  or 
roughage  under  conditions  which  might  cause  an  Alfalfa  crop  failure. 

It  is  quite  popular  for  pasture  purposes  both  for  cattle  and  sheep. 

For  fertilizing  value  it  can  hardly  be  excelled.  It  furnishes  economi¬ 
cal,  quick  and  abundant  nitrogen  to  the  soil. 

YELLOW  SWEET  CLOVER 

Yellow  Sweet  Clover  is  not  far  different  from  White  except,  as  the 
name  signifies,  it  has  a  yellow  flower. 

Generally  speaking,  the  plant  does  not  grow  as  rank  as  White,  has 
more  of  a  spreading  growth  habit  and  somewhat  finer  texture,  thus 
making  it  a  consistent  gainer  in  popularity  over  the  White  for  pasture 
purposes. 

We  know  of  and  can  offer  proof  of  an  instance  where  30  acres  of 
Yellow  blossom  offered  abundant  pasture  for  700  ewes  and  lambs,  con¬ 
tinuing  for  three  months. 

At  the  present  time  the  seed  is  cheap,  and  an  exceptionally  good  in¬ 
vestment  from  the  fertilizing  standpoint  alone. 

WHITE  BLOSSOM  “ARCTIC”  or  Grundy  Biennial 

This  is  white  blossom  biennial  sweet  clover  that  grows  from  3  y2  to  4 
feet  high;  matures  an  abundance  of  seed  that  ripens  three  weeks  ahead 
of  common  white  biennial.  The  outstanding  advantages  of  this  clove1- 
is  that  it  grows  to  a  good  height  for  harvesting,  but  does  not  require 
clipping,  thus  getting  away  from  the  hazard  of  killing  the  clover  by  clip¬ 
ping  improperly.  It  ripens  early  ahead  of  weeds  and  is  ready  to  thresh 
and  hull  before  small  grain.  It  is  very  hardy  and  will  withstand  dry 
summers  and  hard  winters.  The  seed  is  usually  a  little  higher  in  price 
than  the  other  varieties,  but  well  worth  all  you  pay  for  it.  Fine  for  hay. 

CLOVER — Medium  Red 

Bontanieal  Description — Red  clover  is  mainly  biennial.  The  year  the 
seed  germinates,  the  stems  and  leaves  produced  are  of  finer  texture  and 
not  large  and  there  are  no  flowers.  The  second  year  flowers  are  de¬ 
veloped  and  seed  is  formed.  As  with  most  biennials,  it  has  the  charac¬ 
teristic  taproot. 

Cultural  Conditions — Being  a  resident  of  the  temperate  zone,  Red 
Clover  succeeds  best  where  summers  are  not  too  hot  nor  the  winters  too 
severe.  Most  parts  of  Montana,  probably  with  the  exception  of  the  north¬ 
ern  and  Northeastern  parts  of  the  state,  are  pretty  well  adapted  to  Red 
Clover  production.  Adaptability  plays  an  important  part  in  production. 


Red  Clover 

Selection  of  northern  grown,  preferably  Montana  grown,  seed  for  hardi¬ 
ness  is  the  best  insurance. 

Soil  Requirements — Red  Clover  can  be  grown  on  many  kinds  of  soil, 
the  most  suitable  being  clay  loams  with  a  certain  amount  of  lime  and 
plenty  of  organic  matter.  Sandy  loams  give  good  returns  especially  on 
limestone  foundation.  Red  Clover,  however,  generally  prefers  the  heavier 
soils. 

Uses — Red  Clover  has  high  feeding  value  and  has  excellent  fertilizing 
value,  adding  nitrogen  to  the  soil.  It  makes  excellent  hay,  and  for  this 
purpose  should  be  cut  before  the  heads  begin  to  turn  brown.  It  is  excep¬ 
tionally  fine  for  pasture  purposes,  but  carries  the  same  danger  of  bloat 
as  does  Alfalfa. 

CLOVER — Mammoth  Red 

Botanical  Description — Mammoth  is  a  large  variety  of  the  Red  and  for 
the  most  part  is  a  perennial.  Stems  are  long,  coarse  and  more  spread¬ 
ing.  Mammoth  Red  is  later  than  medium  Red,  blooming  about  10  days 
after.  It  grows  more  slowly  than  Medium  Red  and  can  generally  be  cut 
only  once  in  a  season. 

Cultural  Conditions — It  requires  the  same  soil  and  climate  conditions 
as  Medium  Red,  but  because  of  its  stronger  root  system  and  perennial 
tendency,  it  is  more  apt  to  thrive  under  adverse  conditions. 

Soil  Conditions — See  Medium  Red. 

Uses — Same  as  Medium  Red.  Makes  coarser  hay  but  its  greater  lux¬ 
uriance  makes  it  a  better  soi’l  improver. 

ALSIKE  CLOVER 

Botanical  Description — Alsike  Clover  is  a  perennial  with  erect  gen¬ 
erally  ascending  stems  which  do  not  root  at  the  base  as  do  those  of 
White  Clover.  They  reach  a  height  of  one  or  two  feet  and  branch  in 
their  upper  parts.  The  whole  plant  is  hairless  and  for  this  reason 
brighter  in  color  than  Red  Clover.  Alsike  flowers  are  rose  colored  when 
fully  developed  and  white  when  young.  This  explains  why  a  blossoming 
head  is  generally  rose  colored  in  its  lower  part  and  white  toward  the 
top.  Alsike  obtained  its  name  from  a  small  parish  in  Sweden  called 
Alsike. 

Cultural  and  Soil  Conditions — Alsike  prefers  localities  with  plenty 
of  moisture  in  soil  and  air.  The  most  suitable  soil  is  moist  clay  loam  or 
clay  with  good  lime  content.  It  can  be  grown  to  advantage  where  soil 
is  too  wet  for  Red  Clover,  and  with  poor  drainage,  where  Red  Clover  is  a 
failure,  Alsike  will  flourish.  It  has  a  rather  shallow  root  system. 

Uses — When  grown  for  hay  It  is  usually  best  mixed  with  Timothy  or 
Red  Top,  thus  producing  finer  quality.  A  good  and  very  popular  mixture 
for  Montana  is  about  80  per  cent  Timothy  and  20  per  cent  Alsike.  Alsike 
is  best  cut  for  hay  when  in  full  bloom  or  a  trifle  later. 

It  produces  usually  one  crop  of  hay  a  season  but  the  tonnage  is  very 
heavy. 

It  is  much  esteemed  for  pasture  because  of  its  high  feeding  value. 
When  sown  alone,  use  about  eight  pounds  to  an  acre.

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CLOVERS — Continued 


ALTASWEDE  CLOVER 

Altaswede  is  a  product  of  artificial  and  natural  selection  from  the  late  Swedish  Red  Clover  which  was  Introduced  from 
Sweden  in  1914  by  the  Dominion  Seed  Branch,  Ottowa. 

In  the  Spring  of  1917  steps  were  taken  to  make  an  exhaustive  study  of  the  merits  of  this  clover.  Seed  was  collected  regu¬ 
larly  until  1920. 

During  1918  extensive  field  experiments  were  undertaken  in  the  experimental  grounds.  In  1919  some  500  samples  of  seed 
were  distributed  to  many  farmers  in  the  province  of  Alberta  to  test  under  all  soil  and  climatic  conditions  in  comparison  with 
red  clover.  This  was  repeated  in  1920  and  1921. 

From  the  data  derived  from  the  University  at  Edmonton  and  elsewhere  in  the  province  of  Alberta  Altaswede  has  amply 
demonstrated  its  winter  hardiness  and  superior  merits  for  fodder  and  seed  production. 


WHITE  OR  DUTCH  CLOVER 

White  Dutch  Clover — Is  a  perennial.  The  stems  are  creeping  and 
root  at  the  joints.  A  single  plant  may  thus  spread  over  a  wide  area. 
From  the  stems,  trailing  along  the  ground  surface,  are  developed  upright 
leaves  and  flower  heads,  both  provided  with  long  stalks. 

The  heads  of  White  Clover  develop  from  the  lower  parts  of  the  stem. 

White  Clover  was  first  developed  in  Holland;  therefore  the  name 
Dutch  Clover. 

Cultural  and  Soil  Conditions — White  Dutch  Clover  grows  naturally  in 
meadows  and  pastures,  does  well  in  valleys  and  on  mountains.  It  will 
grow  on  a  great  variety  of  soils  from  sand  and  gravel  to  rich  loam  and 
clay.  It  does  best,  however,  on  moist,  well  drained  loams  which  contain 
lime  and  humus  and  is  especially  adapted  to  the  moist  medium  warm 
climate.  When  other  conditions  are  favorable,  however,  it  will  endure 
severe  cold  without  injury  and  will  stand  drought  providing  the  subsoil 
is  somewhat  moist,  because  while  most  of  the  roots  are  rather  super¬ 
ficial,  the  main  taproot  penetrates  to  a  considerable  depth. 

Uses — Because  of  its  low  growth  it  is  not  used  to  any  great  extent 
as  a  hay  plant.  Its  chief  value  is  for  pasture,  and  in  pasture  and  lawn 
grass  mixtures. 

It  covers  the  ground  quickly,  has  high  nutritive  value  and  stands 
tramping  and  close  grazing  exceptionally  well. 

KENTUCKY  BLUE  GRASS 

Botanical  Description — Kentucky  Blue  Grass  is  a  perennial  with  a 
widely  creeping  rootstock.  This  produces  runners  and  leafy  shoots.  The 
runners  are  underground  stems  carrying  colorless  scales  instead  of  green 
leaves.  They  creep  under  the  ground  surface  and  produce  upright  stems 
from  their  ends.  The  upright  leafy  stems  arise  in  bunches  from  their 
base.  The  stems  are  from  one-half  to  three  feet  high  and  perfectly 
smooth.  The  stem  leaves  are  comparatively  short. 

Cultural  and  Soil  Requirements — It  grows  practically  everywhere  that 
agriculture  is  of  importance — on  dry  hills  and  in  wet  marshes.  For 
proper  development,  however,  it  requires  pretty  good  soil,  and  extremes 
check  its  growth.  It  does  its  best  on  bottom  lands  where  soil  is  loose 
and  rich  in  humus  with  a  good  lime  content.  It  is  regarded  as  the  king 
of  all  pasture  grasses. 


Kentucky  Blue  Grass 

Uses — If  grown  for  hay,  it  should  be  cut  when  in  flower.  Its  feeding 
value  is  best  at  that  time.  It  cannot  always  be  relied  on  for  a  second 
crop  of  hay. 

As  before  mentioned,  it  is  the  king  of  pasture  grasses  and  serves  well 
in  pasture  mixtures. 

It  is  without  doubt  the  best  of  lawn  grasses  and  especially  is  this  true 
under  Montana  conditions. 

TALL  FESCUE 

Succeeds  best  in  moist  alluvial  and  strong  clayey  soils;  is  very  pro¬ 
ductive  and  lasting;  valuable  for  permanent  pasture,  is  relished  by  stock 
and  on  rich  land  makes  fine  hay.  Height  3  to  4  feet.

MEADOW  FESCUE 

Botanical  Description — Meadow  Fescue  is  a  perennial  with  long,  strong 
roots.  It  has  short  rootstocks  and  is  therefore  tufted  but  not  so  much 
as  orchard  grass. 

Stems  are  from  18  to  36  inches  high,  smooth  and  slender.  Leaves  are 
long,  broad  and  slight  in  texture.  Brome  and  other  grasses  have  panicles 
similar  to  that  of  Meadow  Fescue. 

Cultural  and  Soil  Conditions — It  does  best  in  a  soil  rich  in  organic 
matter.  It  is  well  adapted  to  clay  soil,  although  not  quite  so  well  as 
Orchard  Grass.  It  can  also  be  grown  successfully  on  sandy  land  if  suf¬ 
ficient  moisture  is  available  and  the  soil  is  not  too  shallow.  It  is  better 
fitted  for  medium  wet  soil  than  Orchard  Grass,  especially  in  pasture,  and 
stands  tramping  better.  On  the  other  hand,  its  deep  root  system  makes 
it  fairly  drought  resistant.  It  stands  the  cold  exceptionally  well. 

Uses — Hay  from  Meadow  Fescue  is  not  as  good  as  that  from  Orchard 
Grass.  Its  nutritive  value  is  higher  and  it  should  be  cut  at  flowering 
time. 

It  is  a  most  excellent  pasture  grass,  good  milk  producer,  does  well 
in  pasture  mixtures  and  withstands  tramping. 


Meadow  Feseue 
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RED  TOP 

Botanical  Description — There  are  several  varieties  of  Red  Top,  varying-  In  height  from  two  Inches  to  four  feet.  The  only 
ones  of  importance  to  agriculture  are  the  taller  varieties.  Red  Top  has  a  creeping  rootstock  and  runners.  It  does  not  grow  in 
tufts  but  forms  a  dense  sod  as  a  result  of  its  joint  rooting  habit.  The  leaves  vary  in  size  and  number.  The  flowers  are  ar¬ 
ranged  in  panicles  with  numerous  branches. 

Cultural  and  Soil  Conditions — Red  Top  grows  naturally  in  most  localities.  However,  it  is  best  adapted  to  light  wet  soils 
where  its  roots  can  develop  freely.  Wet  bottom  land  not  suited  for  other  grasses  is  often  the  ideal  place  for  growing  Red  Top. 

Uses — Red  Top  makes  good  growth  the  same  year  it  is  sown  and  continues  growth  late  in  the  fall.  It  makes  a  very  fair 
quality  of  hay  and  especially  has  a  place  in  grass  mixtures  for  hay  purposes. 

It  is  very  palatable  and  is  relished  by  livestock  in  hay  or  pasture  form. 

It  is  a  good  sod  developer  and  is  used  considerably  for  lawns.  We  recommend,  however,  that  it  be  used  preferably  in  a 
mixture  with  a  large  percentage  of  Kentucky  Blue  Grass  rather  than  straight  for  lawn  purposes.

BROME  GRASS  (Bromus  Inermis) 

Brome  is  a  (top)  grass.  Persistent.  Withstands  drouth  that  kills 
all  other  grasses,  is  not  sensitive  to  cold  and  dry  weather  and  in  regard 
to  this  is  unexcelled.  It  does  best  on  rich,  fresh,  humus-holding  soils, 
loamy  sand  and  sandy  loam. 

Habits  of  Growth — Produces  a  close  sod,  a  single  cutting  the  year  of 
sowing;  two  cuttings  the  second  year.  It  becomes  useful  the  second 
year  and  last  twelve  to  fifteen  years,  second  cutting  almost  equals  first. 

Seed  and  Seeding — Good  seed  should  test  88  per  cent  to  90  per  cent 
purity  and  the  same  for  germination.  To  sow  an  acre  requires  from 
15  to  25  lbs. 

Uses — Develops  a  good  sod,  makes  excellent  pasture  grass  and  fair 
hay.  For  hay  it  should  be  cut  just  before  flowering  for  nutritive  value. 


If  planted  alone,  30  pounds  of  good  seed  to  an  acre  are  enough. 


TALL  MEADOW  OAT  GRASS 

This  grass  is  particularly  adapted  to  warm,  dry  climates,  where 
Timothy  will  not  grow.  It  is  quite  productive,  stands  pasturing  well  and 
remains  green  until  quite  late.  It  forms  a  very  valuable  mixture  with 
Orchard  Grass  and  Red  Clover.  It  may  be  sown  in  the  spring  at  the  rate 
of  two  to  two  and  a  half  bushels  per  acre,  or  where  sown  with  Orchard 
Grass  and  Red  Clover  blended,  proportionately. 


PERENNIAL  OR  ENGLISH  RYE  GRASS 

Bontanical  Description — This  grass  is  a  perennial  with  a  creeping  rootstock  which  develops  bunches  of  leafy  stems  and 
shoots.  The  plant  grows  in  spreading  tufts.  The  stems  are  upright  more  or  less  elbow  bent  ascending  and  are  smooth  and  slen¬ 
der,  growing  from  one  to  two  feet  high.  The  leaves  are  dark  green  and  folded  together  when  in  the  bud.  The  flowers  are 
arranged  in  a  spike-like  inflorence  composed  of  flattened  spikelets  in 
two  rows.  They  turn  their  narrow  side  toward  the  main  stem,  differing 
from  western  Rye,  which  turns  its  broad  side  toward  the  stem. 


Cultural  and  Soil  Conditions — It  prefers  moist,  rich  clay  loams.  It 
can  be  successfully  grown  on  marshy  land  or  any  good  well  drained  soil. 
Although  it  is  quite  drought  resistant,  it  is  not  recommended  for  dis¬ 
tricts  where  the  summers  are  too  hot  and  dry.  It  reaches  its  best  yield 
at  the  second  year  but  continues  to  give  good  yields  for  several  years. 

Uses — It  is  one  of  the  oldest  forage  plants.  It  is  very  useful  for  hay 
and  pasture  purposes  and  sometimes  is  used  in  lawn  mixtures.  Its  great¬ 
est  nutritive  value  is  immediately  before  flowering. 

For  pasture  it  stands  rough  treatment  very  well.  Tramping  seems  to 
stimulate  it. 


Perennial  Rye  Grass 


SLENDER  WHEAT  OR  WESTERN  RYE  GRASS 

Botanical  Description — Western  Rye  Grass  is  a  perennial  with  a  short  rootstock  not  creeping.  The  stems  and  shoots  are 
rather  crowded  and  the  plant  grows  in  dense  tufts.  Stems  and  shoots  are  upright,  the  stems  being  from  two  to  four  feet  high. 
The  foliage  is  somewhat  variable.  The  spikelets  are  always  strongly  appraised  to  the  main  stem,  making  the  whole  inflorence 
narrow  and  slender- — hence  the  name  slender  wheat  grass. 

Cultural  and  Soil  Conditions — It  grows  naturally  in  dry  soil  and  thrives  best  where  water  supply  is  limited.  It  does  fairly 
well  even  on  alkali  ground,  and  the  root  being  deep  and  strong,  it  is  drought  resistant  and  resistant  to  extreme  cold.  It  is  easy 
to  grow,  establishes  itself  the  first  year  and  gives  its  heaviest  crop  the  third  year. 

Uses — It  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  of  western  native  hay  grasses.  Most  types  produce  nutritious,  succulent  hay.  Western 
Rye  Grass  does  have  a  mixture  of  types.  It  should  be  cut  previously  to  flowering  time  for  the  best  hay. 

Sow  15  pounds  to  the  acre. 
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ORCHARD  GRASS 

Orchard  Grass  is  a  top  grass  with  thick,  bushy,  little  spreading 
tufts.  Reaches  full  development  the  second  or  third  year  and  lasts  a 
number  of  years.  It  has  quick  and  plentiful  second  growth  and  can  be 
cut  several  times,  the  first  cut  before  the  bloom.  When  heavily  seeded 
with  other  grasses  gives  good  pasture  and  sends  its  roots  deep  into  the 
soil.  Grows  quickly  in  the  Spring  and  is  especially  adapted  for  alter¬ 
nate  system  of  farming. 

Cultural  Conditions — Likes  humus  loams  and  clay,  does  not  do  well 
on  light  sands.  Because  of  its  penetrating  root  system  it  withstands 
drouth  and  is  comparatively  productive  in  the  shade  where  many  other 
grasses  fail  to  produce.  Seeding  requires  from  18  to  24  lbs.  per  acre.

enough  Alsike  Clover  to  make  splendid  hay  for  horses  or  dairy  cows, 
carrying  about  20  per  cent  of  clover. 


SUDAN  GRASS 

Sow  10  lbs.  per  acre. 

The  Greatest  of  All  Forage,  Grain  and  Hay  Crops  for  Silo 

Sudan  may  be  planted  in  cultivated  rows,  or  close  drills,  or  sown 
broadcast,  but  we  recommend  the  last-named,  using  25  to  30  lbs.  of  seed 
to  the  acre. 

It  is  an  annual  and  requires  replanting  each  year;  has  no  root  stalks 
(as  Johnson  grass)  and  dies  with  the  first  frosts  in  the  fall,  is  closely 
related  to  the  sorgums  (milo  maize,  kaffir  corn,  etc.)  but  yields  far 
more  abundantly  than  any  of  these  and  the  hay  has  more  fattening 
properties.  The  Government,  in  fact,  estimates  that  its  feeding  value  is 
only  3  per  cent  less  than  alfalfa,  and  much  greater  than  timothy  or  any 
of  the  common  hays,  while  stock  of  all  kinds  eat  it  in  preference  to  even 
alfalfa.  THERE  IS  NO  OTHER  FORAGE  CROP  KNOWN  THAT  WILL 
RESIST  DROUGHTS  LIKE  SUDAN  and  it  is  therefore  particularly 
adapted  to  semi-arid  regions,  yet  it  yields  immense  crops  under  irriga¬ 
tion  and  in  rainy  climates.  In  brief,  Sudan  solves  the  hay  and  pastur¬ 
age  problem  for  a  very  large  section  of  the  United  States. 


TIMOTHY 

Timothy  is  a  top  grass,  persistent.  Especially  adapted  to  mountainous  regions  and  does  best  on  humus  loams  and  clays,  also 
on  well  drained  swamp  lands,  does  not  do  well  on  soil  poor  in  lime  or  sour  soil.  It  is  a  rough  hay,  nutritious  and  tender  when 
young,  liked  by  all  stock. 

Cultural  Conditions — Quite  hardy,  not  sensitive  to  climate,  roots  penetrate  deep  making  it  withstand  drouth  fairly  well.  It 
Is  especially  useful  for  hay  and  pasture  purposes  and  should  be  seeded  from  8  to  12  lbs.  per  acre.

THE  HUNTLEY  MIXTURE 

A  mixture  recommended  by  the  Federal  Experiment  Station  at  Huntley,  Montana  which  has  proven  exceptionally  good 
over  a  period  of  years. 

20%  Brome  Grass  20%  Meadow  Fescue 

20%  Kentucky  Blue  Grass  10%  White  Dutch  Clover 

20%  Orchard  Grass  10%  Alsike  Clover 

This  can  be  seeded  at  the  rate  of  16  to  24  lbs.  per  acre  according  to  individual  conditions.  For  the  most  part  the  heavy 
seeding  is  the  more  practical. 


PEERLESS  PASTURE  MIXTURE 

Another  Good  mixture  for  which  we  have  a  consistent  demand  is  as  follows: 

4  lbs.  Brome  Grass  3  lbs.  Perennial  Rye  Grass 

4  lbs.  Orchard  Grass  3  lbs.  Medium  Red  Clover 

3  lbs.  Timothy  2  lbs.  Alsike  Clover 

3  lbs.  Kenutcky  Blue  Grass  2  lbs.  Tall  Meadow  Oat  Grass. 

Seed  at  the  rate  of  24  lbs.  per  acre 

Fifteen  Acres  of  Mixed  Pasture  carried  20  head  of  cows,  15  head  of  calves  and  3  brood  sows.  We  fed  no  hay  and  the  pas¬ 
ture  increased  the  milk  flow  about  20% — Edson  Gold,  St.  Ignatius. 

ANNUAL  OR  SUMMER  PASTURE 

Annual  pastures  in  providing  against  feed  shortage  are  usually  composed  of  the  millets,  Sudan  grass,  peas,  rape  or  the 
sorgums.  Often  a  mixture  of  oats,  Sudan  grass  and  red  clover  are  used.  The  oats  for  early  summer,  Sudan  at  its  best  in  mid 
summer  and  the  clover  providing  some  Fall  pasture. 


FIELD  PEAS 

(60  to  75  lbs.  per  acre  in  drills;  75  to  120  lbs.  broadcast) 

Peas  are  second  only  to  clover  in  their  soil-enriching  properties  and  can  be  grown  under  any  conditions  of  soil  or  climate. 
There  is  always  a  ready  market  for  peas,  or  they  can  be  profitably  ground  and  fed  to  stock.  The  vines  make  rich,  nutritious 
hay.  If  fed  to  milch  cows,  when  in  a  green  state,  pods,  vines  and  all,  the  flow  of  milk  will  be  almost  doubled.  Peas  are  a  pay¬ 
ing  crop  and  can  be  profitably  planted  in  many  ways. 

They  can  be  grown  alone  for  fodder  purposes  and  green  manure  but  for  a  dairy  feed  it  is  far  more  profitable  to  mix  them 
with  oats,  rye  or  barley.  The  best  time  to  cut  for  hay  is  just  when  the  oats  are  heading  out.  This  hay  is  of  the  highest 
quality  and  extremely  nutritious.  Cattle,  horses  and  sheep  thrive  on  it  and  it  will  surprise  you  how  much  of  it  will  be  pro¬ 
duced  on  a  small  acreage. 

White  Marrowfat — These  large  handsome  Peas  are  equally  as  profitable  to  grow  as  a  field  crop  and  on  account  of  their  size 
are  salable  at  all  times  at  the  top  of  the  market,  as  well  as  providing  the  table  with  an  extra  good  pea  during  summer. 
Very  heavy  yielder,  producing  from  30  to  40  bushels  per  acre;  these  peas  being  softer  than  the  Canada  Pea,  are  preferred 
by  hogs  or  stock. 

Mixed  Peas — Suitable  for  a  crop  for  either  hogging  or  sheeping  off.  An  economical  way  to  harvest  this  crop  and  a  profitable 
one.  There  are  usually  two  or  more  varieties  in  the  mixture  too  near  alike  in  size  or  shape  to  separate  but  just  as  good 
as  the  best  stock  from  a  feeding  value  standpoint.

Like  all  leguminous  crops.  Vetch  gathers  nitrogen  out  of  the  air  and  deposits  it  in  the  tubercles  on  its  roots.  In  order  to 
carry  out  this  process  it  is  necessary  that  the  seed  be  inoculated  or  the  young  plants  will  not  grow  as  healthy  and  vigorous  as 

otherwise.  Although  many  of  our  customers  report  they  are  able  to  grow  without  inoculating,  it  seems  that  one  is  taking- 

chances  when  inoculating  can  be  done  easily  with  Stimugerm. 

Winter  Vetch — Known  also  as  sand  or  hairy  Vetch.  Although  called  Winter  this  variety  must  be  sown  in  Spring  in  Montana 
as  it  will  not  withstand  our  Winters,  its  advantage  is  that  usually  it  produces  a  heavier  tonnage  per  acre  than  the  Spring 
Vetch.  This  variety  requires  a  good  soil,  is  frequently  sown  with  oats  or  barley,  with  which  it  makes  excellent  feed. 

Spring  Vetch — This  is  a  very  valuable  forage  plant  and  is  rapidly  becoming  popular  each  year  as  the  farmers  are  learning  more 
of  its  great  value  for  forage  and  fertilizing  purposes.  It  succeeds  well  on  nearly  all  soils  and  thrives  surprisingly  on  poor 
light  land.  It  improves  the  soil,  being  a  great  nitrogen  gatherer.  It  belongs  to  the  pea  family,  but  the  vines  are  much 
longer  and  the  foliage  is  more  abundant.  May  be  sown  with  about  half  bushel  of  rye  or  oats  for  support.  It  grows  rapid¬ 
ly  and  is  particularly  valuable  in  sections  where  clover  does  not  thrive.

MILLETS 


Varieties 


WHITE  WONDER — The  most  striking-  feature  of  White  Wonder 
Millet  is  the  size  of  the  heads.  The  heads  will  run  from  eight 
up  to  eighteen  inches  and  a  single  head  will  have  as  many 
as  15,000  seeds. 

GOLDEN  OR  SIBERIAN — In  the  north,  Millet  is  sown  almost 
altogether  for  hay  and  for  that  purpose  southern  grown  seed 
is  much  the  best.  It  grows  taller  than  does  that  from  nor¬ 
thern  seed,  and  that  means  more  hay.  It  is  finer  than  that 
from  the  northern  seed,  and  that  means  better  hay.  Millet 
seed  produced  in  the  north,  even  from  southern  seed,  be¬ 
comes  what  we  call  Common  Millet.  Not  only  does  the  plant 
change  in  character  becoming  coarser  and  much  more  dwarf, 
but  the  seed  itself  shows  a  change  and  is  readily  distin¬ 
guished  by  those  experienced  in  handling  it. 

SIBERIAN  OR  KURSK  MILLET — This  variety  was  first  intro¬ 
duced  into  the  United  States  from  Kursk,  Russia,  in  1898. 
Extensive  experiments  were  conducted  at  both  the  South 
Dakota  trial  stations  which  demonstrated  the  superiority 
of  this  new  variety.  As  both  a  hay  and  seed  producer  it 
ranks  very  high.  In  dry  seasons  the  weight  and  quality  of 
the  hay  has  been  far  ahead  of  Golden  or  Hungarian  Millet. 
In  favorable  years  the  difference  has  not  been  so  great  but 
the  results  have  always  been  in  favor  of  the  Kursk  Millet. 

HUNGARIAN — (Dark  Seed) — Often  called  Hungarian  Grass. 
Many  regard  this  as  being  better  even  than  Golden  Millet  as 
it  is  about  one  week  earlier  and  requires  less  moisture.  The 
hay  is  fine  and  of  excellent  feeding  value. 

It  is  especially  valuable  on  account  of  requiring  such  a 
short  season  to  make  a  fine  crop  of  most  excellent  hay.  For 
this  reason  it  is  much  used  as  a  catch  crop.  It  can  be  sown 
as  late  as  the  4th  of  July  with  good  results. 

JAPANESE — “Billion  Dollar  Grass” — Entirely  distinct  from  all 
other  Millets.  It  grows  from  6  to  9  feet  high,  stands  up  re¬ 
markably  and  yields  enormous  crops.  When  cured  it  makes 
good  hay  and  in  quality  is  superior  to  corn  fodder.  It  is 
relished  by  all  kinds  of  stock.  Sow  10  lbs.  in  drills;  15  lbs. 
broadcast  to  the  acre. 


PROSO  TYPE  MILLETS 


Wisconsin  or  Early  Black  Soy  Beans — Be  sure  to  get  the  genu¬ 
ine  extra  early  variety.  They  grow  from  18-30  inches  high 
and  mature  in  65  to  70  days.  They  are  one  of  the  best  yield- 
ers  of  beans  and  best  suited  for  hogging  down. 

The  Manchu — is  a  good  yielder  and  hence  is  popular  with  the 
farmers.  The  yield  runs  around  20  bushels  to  the  acre  and 
the  oil  content  is  from  18  to  24  per  cent.  In  habit  of  growth 
the  Manchu  is  low  branching. 


SORGHUM  OR  SUGAR  CANE 


SORGHUM — Minnesota  Amber  Cane — This  is  the  type  best 
suited  for  syrup. 

The  early  Amber  is  the  most  common  variety  of  Cane  grown. 

There  are  two  ways  of  planting  it;  one  is  by  broadcasting,  sow¬ 
ing  from  one  to  two  bushels  per  acre,  the  other  is  to  drill  with 
a  corn  planter  and  cultivate  the  same  as  you  would  corn.  It  can 
be  grown  on  any  soil  or  in  any  climate  from  Maine  to  Califor¬ 
nia.  It  will  thrive  on  the  richest  land  you  have,  or  on  the  poor¬ 
est,  and  it  is  one  of  the  greatest  destroyers  of  obnoxious  weeds 
in  existence.  It  can  be  sown  and  time  in  May  or  June  and 
be  harvested  any  time  between  the  time  it  is  a  foot  high  and 
the  first  freezing  weather.  Cane  is  without  doubt  one  of 
the  greatest  producers  of  high  quality  forage  which  has  ever 
been  discovered.  The  West  has  learned  to  appreciate  the  won¬ 
derful  qualities  of  this  great  forage  crop. 

SOUTHERN  AMBER  CANE  FOR  FORAGE  AND  PASTURE — 

The  cane  plant  produces  from  three  to  eight  tons  per  acre  of 
cured  forage  and  it  will  withstand  drouth  and  other  unfavor¬ 
able  conditions  that  would  mean  death  to  any  other  crop.

Early  Fortune  or  Red  Proso — This  red  form  of  the  proso  or  hog 
Millet  type  is  in  especial  favor  for  mixture  in  poultry  foods 
and  many  tons  are  imported  every  year  for  that  purpose.  One 
of  the  surest  crops  in  the  Northwest,  and  especially  valuable 
as  a  grain  crop  for  late  planting. 

HOG  OR  BROOM  CORN — This  is  grown  for  the  same  purpose 
for  which  other  Millets  are  sown,  but  makes  inferior  hay 
unless  cut  very  young.  It  yields  enormously  of  seed,  even 
60  to  70  bushels  to  the  acre,  and  this  seed  is  very  advan¬ 
tageously  used  for  fattening  swine  and  other  stock,  and  is  of 
special  value  for  this  purpose  in  sections  where  corn  cannot 
be  safely  or  cheaply  grown.  Seed  also  makes  very  fine  feed 
for  poultry  or  young-  chicks. 


FIELD  BEANS 


Great  Northern  Navy — This  variety  seems  to  be  especially 
adapted  to  Montana  soil  and  climate,  and  is  being  grown  in 
increasing  quantity  each  season.  In  our  opinion  it  leads  all 
other  varieties  of  Navy  Beans — when  the  real  test  comes, — -at 
the  table.  Its  flavor  and  tenderness  as  a  baked  bean  are 
“par-excellence.”  Sow  16  to  2'4  lbs.  to  the  acre. 

Small  White  Navy — The  popular  Bean  a  few  years  ago,  which 
now  seems  to  be  coming  back  to  its  own,  being  of  small 
size.  Use  only  10  to  12  lbs.  per  acre.  Splendid  cooker  and 
yielder. 

Mexican  Red  or  Chili — A  heavy  yielder,  hardy,  drought  resist¬ 
ant,  and  an  excellent  baking  bean.  The  seed  is  similar  to  the 
Great  Northern  in  shape,  but  is  red  in  color.  Originally 
obtained  from  one  of  the  Ft.  Berthold  tribes. 


SOY  OR  SOJA  BEANS 

Valuable  for  silage,  hay,  for  hogging  off  and  as  a  soil  im¬ 
prover.  They  resemble  the  navy  bean  in  appearance  but  grow 
considerably  taller.  When  planted  with  corn  for  silage  the 
total  yield  per  acre  is  increased  and  the  feeding  value  of  the 
silage  improved.  For  hay  they  are  valuable  as  an  emergency 
leguminous  crop  where  clover  has  been  winter  killed;  equal  to 
clover  in  feeding-  value  and  one  of  the  best  annual  clover  sub¬ 
stitutes.  Like  clover  they  gather  nitrogen  from  the  air. 

For  hay,  plant  60  to  90  lbs.  per  acre  in  rows  20  to  36  inches 
apart.  Harvest  when  pods  are  well  filled  and  leaves  commence. 

For  hogging-  off,  plant  30  to  60  lbs.  per  acre  in  rows  20  to  42 
inches  apart.  20  inch  rows  can  be  made  by  straddling  every 
other  row  with  the  corn  planter.  As  soon  as  the  beans  are 
mature  turn  in  the  hogs  to  harvest  the  crop.

FETERITA — A  wonderful  grain  which  has  attracted  consid¬ 
erable  attention  in  Kansas,  Missouri  and  Oklahoma.  It 
belongs  to  the  Sorghum  family. 


KAFFIR  CORN 


Kaffir  Corn — White  Seeded 

An  excellent  fodder  plant, 
yielding  two  crops  of  fod¬ 
der  during  the  season.  It 
grows  4  to  5  feet  high, 
making  a  straig-ht  up¬ 
right  growth.  The  stem 
or  stalk  bears  enormous 
wide  leaves.  The  stalks 
are  brittle  and  juicy  not 
hardening  like  other  var¬ 
ieties  of  Sorghum.  It 
makes  excellent  fodder, 
either  green  or  dry,  which 
is  highly  relished  by  cat¬ 
tle  and  all  kinds  of  stock. 
The  seed  crop  is  also 
heavy.  Sometimes  50  to 
60  bushels  to  the  acre. 
For  grain,  sow  in  rows 
3  feet  apart,  3  to  5  lbs. 
to  the  acre.  For  fodder 
sow  40  to  50  lbs.  either 
broadcast  or  in  drills.

BUCKWHEAT 

(35  to  40  lbs.  to  the  acre) 

Buckwheat  because  of  its  rapid  growth  is  used  in  many 
places  as  a  weed  preventive  and  while  more  commonly  grown 
for  milling  purposes  it  finds  quite  a  common  use  in  the  north¬ 
west  as  an  added  variety  to  grain  mixtures  for  poultry  feed¬ 
ing. 


DIVERSIFY 

Montana  needs  a  cash  crop  which  will  not  require  special  machinery  or  equipment — -one  which  can  be  grown  with¬ 
out  a  large  investment  in  labor — -one  which  will  fit  into  a  general  cropping  system  of  rotation. 

Flax  should  be  one  of  Montana’s  permanent  crops — a  stable  minor  crop — It  has  been  grown  in  Montana  suc¬ 
cessfully  for  many  years — The  importance  of  diversity  in  Agriculture  is  well  recognized.  Flax  is  an  ideal  crop  for 
new  breaking.  FLAX  FILLS  THESE  REQUIREMENTS.

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FLAX 

Russian — The  standard  variety  used  the  northwest.  It  requires  special  machinery  to  make  seed  of  any  grain  and  this  es¬ 
pecially  true  of  flax.  Cleaning  Flax  so  as  to  make  it  “right”  for  seed  is  a  somewhat  expensive  operation  and  involves 
a  very  considerable  waste.  But  write  for  sample,  use  the  magnifying  glass  and  compare  it  with  flax  from  the  farm  or 
elevator  and  judge  for  yourself  if  our  seed  is  worth  all  it  costs.  Treat  your  Flax  with  Semesan  before  seeding. 

Flax  seed  price  prospects  are  good.  It  is  expected  that  the  duty  on  Flax  will  be  raised  in  the  near  future.  This  means 
higher  Flax  prices  than  in  recent  years.  No  danger  of  domestic  production  of  Flax  catching  up  with  consumption.  In  1928 
the  United  States  produced  19,321,000  bushels;  but  over  40,000,000  bushels  were  crushed  for  feed,  etc.  during  the  same 
year  and  the  demand  for  linseed  oil  and  meal  (made  from  Flax)  is  increasing  annually. 


SUNFLOWER 

(10  lbs.  to  the  acre) 

Sunflower  is  often  used  as  a  fodder  crop  but  more  particularly  for  silage.  For  those  who  feed  ensilage  or  have  silos, 
sunflower  is  perhaps  the  most  practical  crop  to  grow  where  quick  growth,  early  maturity,  and  large  tonnage  are  factors. 

Sunflower  ensilage  is  practically  equal  to  corn  ensilage  in  food  value  and  the  tonnage  per  acre  is  invariably  much 
greater.  Sow  sunflower  seed  at  rate  of  about  10  lbs  per  acre,  and  in  rows,  to  permit  frequent  cultivation  until  plants  are 
nearly  2  feet  high.  Mammoth  Russian  is  the  variety  most  in  demand  for  feeding  purposes. 


RAPE 

(Sow  2  to  3  lbs.  to  the  Acre  in  Drill;  5  lbs.  broadcast) 

Use  of  Dwarf  Essex  Rape — Dwarf  Essex  Rape  thrives  best  on  a  good  soil,  rich  in  vegetable  matter,  Slough  lands  are  ex¬ 
cellent.  This  plant  may  be  grown  successfully  in  the  following  ways,  viz:  1.  In  the  early  spring  to  provide  pasture.  2.  In 
June  or  July,  on  well  prepared  land  to  provide  pasture.  3.  Along  with  grain  using  2  lbs.  of  seed  an  acre,  to  provide  pasture 
for  sheep  after  harvest.  4.  Along  with  peas,  oats,  clover  seed,  to  provide  pasture  and  to  get  a  “catch”  of  clover.  5.  As  a 
cover  in  the  orchard  for  winter  protection  to  avoid  root-killing.  6.  In  corn,  sowing  the  seed  with  the  last  cultivation; 
the  succulent  feed  produced  may  save  the  loss  of  cattle  by  corn  stalk  disease.  Prevention  is  better  than  medicine  in  regard 
to  this  fatal  disease.  7.  Along  with  rye,  sown  in  August,  in  sheep  pasture.  8.  On  early  plowed  fields  to  shade  the  land  and 

so  that  the  soil  will  not  bleach,  wash  or  drift.  9.  To  plow  under  as  a  green  crop,  adding  humus  to  the  soil,  an  element  needed 

in  grain  growing  sections.  When  rape  is  sown  broadcast  5  lbs.  of  seed  an  acre  will  suffice.  When  sown  in  rows,  say 

thirty  inches  apart  and  cultivated,  from  2  to  3  lbs.  per  acre  will  be  enough. 


SWEET  CLOVER — King  of  Fertilizers 


Quickest,  Most  Economical,  Most  Convenient  and  Efficient

Sweet  Clover  like  alfalfa  has  the  power  to  take  nitrogen 
from  the  air  and  transfer  it  to  the  soil  and  do  it  quickly 
and  cheaply.  This  fact  is  beginning  to  make  an  impression  on 
the  farmers  of  the  Northwest  where  large  farms  and  com¬ 
paratively  small  supply  of  fertilizers  are  available.  It  is  es¬ 
pecially  valuable  to  the  large  wheat  farmer  of  Montana,  Dako¬ 
ta,  Washington  and  Oregon. 

In  these  sections  where  land  has  been  continuously  cropped 
to  wheat  for  a  number  of  years  it  is  becoming  almost  impera¬ 
tive  to  use  some  form  of  fertilizer  and  the  only  practical  one 
at  this  time  is  sweet  clover. 

Sweet  clover  can  be  planted  early  in  the  spring  and  allowed 
to  make  about  a  six  inch  growth  then  be  plowed  under  as  a 
green  manure  crop  and  the  land  prepared  for  winter  wheat 
seeding  with  tremendously  valuable  results. 


Sweet  Clover 


The  biennial  white  or  yellow  sweet  clovers  go  to  seed  the  second  year.  Therefore  if  a  land  can  be  cropped  to  this  clover  for 
two  years  at  least,  two  hay  crops  can  be  cut  or  pasture  supplied  during  that  time.  Cut  it  for  hay  any  time  before  it  becomes 
tough  or  rank  and  then  plow  the  stubble.  You  will  have  new  land  in  productive  value.

It  yields  well  and  matures  early, 
altho  not  quite  as  early  as  the  other  dents  or  semi-dents 
mentioned,  its  average  being  from  90  to  105  days,  which 
makes  it  safe  as  a  Montana  corn  under  anything  like  nor¬ 
mal  years.  The  strain  we  offer  has  been  a  remarkable  yield¬ 
er  and  for  the  past  seven  years  has  matured  at  an  altitude 
over  3400  feet.

When  the  season  is 
not  so  favorable  its  general  habits  and  appearance,  its  growth 
and  yield  are  almost  identical  with  Minnesota  No.  13.

TREATMENT  FOR  POTATOES 

DIRECTIONS  FOR  APPLYING  SEMESAN  BEL — For  the  treatment  of  surface-borne  diseases  of  potatoes  or  other  tubers, 
bulbs,  corms  and  roots,  applications  of  Semesan  Bel  may  be  made  in  either  dust  or  liquid  form.

Immediately  upon  receiving  shipment  remove  fish  to  another  container  having  the  water  the  same  as  that  in  the 
shipping  can.  Salt  the  new  water  in  proportion  of  1  tablespoon  full  of  salt  to  a  gallon  of  water.  In  about  10  minutes  re 
move  fish  from  this  container  to  your  aquarium  or  bowl  and  have  temperature  of  this  water  the  same  as  that  from  which 
they  have  just  been  removed. 

Goldfish  should  never  be  changed  suddenly  from  water  one  temperature  to  that  of  another.

How  to  Hold  a  Flower  Show 

(FROM  PROGRAM  ISSUED  BY  GENERAL  FEDERATION  OF  WOMEN’S  CLUBS  1928-1939) 


The  object  of  an  amateur  flower  show  is  to  encourage  people  to  grow  more  and  better  flowers  by  providing  a  contest  in 
which  the  amateur  gardeners  will  compete  on  equality  with  the  other  growers. 


Suitable  rooms  for  holding  a  flower  show  may  be  any  place  convenient  of  access  with  an  abundance  of  day  light  or  artifi¬ 
cial  light. 


Plenty  of  tables  and  shelf  room  must  be  provided,  and  wide  aisles  left  to  accommodate  many  people.  Cover  the  tables 
with  dark  green  cloth  or  paper  and  have  a  background  of  green  or  some  neutral  color  for  best  results. 


Large  and  small  water  glasses  for  containers  may  be  rented  or  borrowed  from  a  hardware  or  department  store.  All 
containers  except  baskets  or  bowls  and  vases  for  artistic  arrangement  of  flowers  should  be  provided  by  the  committee  in  charge. 


All  exhibits  should  be  in  place  and  ready  for  the  judges  by  12  A.  M.  and  be  judged  before  2  o’clock,  so  that  the  people  may 
have  the  rest  of  the  day  to  enjoy  the  show.  Nearly  all  flower  shows  are  held  two  days,  and  are  open  afternoon  and  evening. 
To  arouse  more  interest  in  artistic  arrangement  of  flowers  a  talk  and  demonstration  may  be  given  one  afternoon.  Music  by  an 
orchestra  may  be  provided  during  the  evenings. 


Awards  should  be  of  honor  rather  than  value.  Ribbons  are  desirable  but  books,  subscriptions  to  garden  magazines,  speci¬ 
fied  amounts  in  trade  with  merchants  who  benefit  by  such  a  show,  or  money  may  be  given  for  prizes. 


Exhibitors  should  be  cautioned  to  show  the  exact  number  of  blooms  as  mentioned  under  each  class.  Lack  or  excess  will 
disqualify  the  exhibit. 


A  more  attractive  display  will  be  made  if  the  numbef  of  flowers  are  limited  to  three,  five  or  seven  blooms,  depending  on 

the  size  of  the  flower. 


Flowers  are  judged  on  the  length  and  strength  of  the  stem,  size,  purity  of  color,  form,  substance  and  fragrance  (if  they 
have  that  quality).
